COMPETITIVE DEA OUT OF DATE

The trouble with the efforts the govern- 
ment is making to cope with the trust prob- 
lem arises from the fact that the underlying 
assumption of the Sherman anti-trust law, 
under which ite actions are brought, is that 
the policy of unrestricted competition still 
subserves the best interests of the public. 

The steps the government has taken have 
not had the effect of increasing competition, 
but in most cases of establishing precedents 
which will interfere with proper methods of 
business now almost universally followed. 
It is assumed by many that the present policy 
of the department of justice of attack under 
the Sherman anti-trust law upon present 
methods of doing business is a general one. 

Whatever may be the inference to be drawn 
from the remarks of the attorney general as 
to his future procedure, the fact remains that 
he has barely passed the edge of the field of 
his possible activity. The alarming feature 
of the situation is that with nothing practic- 
ally demonstrated in the way of relief to the 
public through his past actions in a com- 
paratively small number of possible cases, 
the indirect destruction of values and the 
depressing effect upon business which hei 
resulted polnt to a great future injury to 
business ‘when. the department of justice 
fairly enters its crusade. 


Peril in State Action Also. 

And if there be potency for evil in the policy 
of the general government proceeding against 
corporations doing an interstate business, we 
may properly be apprehensive when the at- 
torneys general of the different states ang the 
prosecuting attorneys of the different coun- 
tles of the states, following the example of 
the government and acting under the existing 
local and unenforced anti-trust laws, attack 
local industries operating under trade agree- 
ments. 

Let no one underestimate the number of 
trade agreements in existence in the United 
States. The United States consular reports 
state that in 1905 there were 885 cartels or 
agreements in restraint of trade in existence 
in Germany, where they are encouraged ip 
behalf of the general public and have no po- 
litical opposition. 

I believe it no exaggeration to state that in 
the United States we have five cartels to 
every one in Germany. When the agreements 
among local retailers, district wholesalers, 
local and district manufacturers, publishers, 
labor unions, contractors, employers, and 
employés are considered, existing as they do 
throughout almost the entire country, some 
reasonable in their nature and some unrea- 
sonable, an idea may be gained of how far 
the busthess interests of this country have 
already adopted the new order of codperation 
as against the old one of unrestricted compe- 


tition. 


Two Methods Most Discussed. 

So settled a thing in the business of the 
country is this new order that the business 
man is only beginning to realize that the sys- 
tem has received a peremptory challenge. 
He ts coming to understand that this attack 
of-the department of justice is not simply an 
attack upon the rich or upon great corpora- 
tions, it Is an attack upon industry and the 
system under which it now operates. 

The two most discussed methods of dealing 
with the trust question are the method pro- 
posed by the radicals and the Taft method. 
The radical recommendation seems to be 
to amend the Sherman anti-trust law so that 
the flexibility imparted to it by the recent 
decision of the United States Bupreme court 
is destroyed and all agreements in restraint 
of trade, reasonable or unreasonable, are 
made illegal. 

That such a plan is even suggested indicates 
the confidence felt by radical politicians in 
the success of a political crusade against cor- 


porations which must draw its strength from 
the passions and prejudices rather than from 


the reason of our people. 

It hardly seems worth while to discuss at 
length this proposal. Our people are too in- 
telligent to wish to hark back to the old 
methods of unrestricted competition. Thebe 
have gone forever like antiquated methods of 
transportation and manufacture. 


Change in Form of Ownership. 

The Taft method seems to be the invoking 
of the Sherman anti-trust law to dissolve 
consolidated corporations into their former 
constituent corporations, under the theory 
that such separation will*tend to restore the 
former condition of compe*ttion between 
them The result of the government's suits 
thus far brought, in thie attempt to fly in the 
face of the Irresistible law of commercial 
evolution, seems to have been a change in the 
form of ownership and contro! and not in 
the fact of ownership or the substance of 
control. 

Consider the Northern Securities suit, 
where substantially the same set of owners 
find themselves in control of the same rail 
roads through their possession of stock cer- 
tifieates in the Great Northern and Northern 
Pacific railroads. instead of one certificate of 
stock in the Northern Sécurities company.

Court Acquits Assailant of 
Negro Educator. 


DISSENT BY ONE JURIST. 


New York, Nov. 6.—The testimony of Book- 
er T. Washington, the noted negro educator, 
wae insufficient today to convict Henry A. 
Ulrich, a white man, of beating Dr. Wash- 
ington Sunday evening, March 19 last. Ul- 
rich was acquitted in the Court of Special 


Sessions. 

The acquittal was not unanimous, Justice 
O’ Keefe dissenting from the opinion of Jus- 
tices Moss and Zeller. 

After Ulrich left the court he was arrested 
again, charged with being a fugitive from 
New Jersey, where an indictment has been 
found charging him with deserting his wife, 
who lives if Orange. 

Dr. Washington, when asked if he had any 
comment to make on the outcome of his case, 
replied: 

No, not a word. 

On the witness stand Dr. Washington said 
it was about 8:45 p. m. when he entered the 
building in which Ulrich lived. 

“The defendant ran into the hallway and 
assaulted me,“ he said. “ He grabbed me by 
the throat and choked me and hit me with his 
fists. I tried to defend myself, but he was 
getting the better of me, and I opened the 
door and stepped into the street. 


Beaten by Others Also. 

“There were two men on the street and 
Ulrich asked one of them for a stick he car- 
ried. He hit me a dozen times, I should say, 
with the stick. 

“I said to him: Don't beat me this way. 
If I’m breaking the law call an officer and 
have him arrest me if I'm doing anything 
wrong.’ When I reached Central Park West 
I wae so weak that I fell. Two men were 
beating me.“ 

What were you doing there?” asked Jus- 
tice Seller. 

“I was looking at the door plates, said 
the educator. I was looking for a friend.“ 

Dr. Washington said he was looking for 
D. C. Smith, auditor of his school, but the 
name he expected to find on the vestibule 
directory was McClure.”’ 

„When you were in the vestibule did two 
young ladies pass you?’ 

“Tam not sure.“ 

“Did you talk to any ladies in the vesti-

ee No, ir.“ 

“In the station house,“ said Patrolman 
Benjamin 8.

Badly Bruised in Fight. 

After the fight, which started in the vesti- 

bule of an apartment house where Ulrich 
lived at 11% East Sixty-third street, Dr. 
Washington was laid up at the hospital for 
several days with his right ear torn, his scalp 
cut, and his face badly bruised. 
“I first saw Mr. Washington peeping 
through the keyhole of my door,” Ulrich said 
on the witness stand. He saw me and left 
and walked toward Eighth avenue. I saw 
him walking up and down the street, and 
after ten minutes he came back, walked by 
Mr. Revettes apartment window, and 
stooped to look beneath the shade. 

J opened the vestibule door and burst in 
upon him and shouted: ‘What are you 
doing here?’ He struck me in the face and

MAINE WILL REMAIN DRY; 
COUNCIL DECISION CAUSE. 


Gov. Plaisted and Aids Accept Correo- 
tions in Votes in Four Towns, Kill- 
ing Victory of Wets. 


Augusta, Me., Nov. 6.—Maine retains con- 
stitutional prohibition. Gov. Plaisted and 
his council late tonight decided to accept the 
corrections in the vote of four towns, cast in 
the special election in September, thus re- 
versing the result as indicated on the face of 
the first official returns. 

Returns on election day, Sept. 11, indicated 
a majority of about 800 against the repeal of 
the prohibitory amendment, but later the 
official returns showed a majority of 26 for 
repeal. 

It was found by comparison, however, that 
in four cases the figures of the town clerks 
were reversed from their early returns. It 


is announced now that Maine retained con- | 


stitutional prohibition by 758 votes.

This was the sentiment expreseed by sev- 
eral north side suffragists yesterday when 
they discovered the polling place of the Forty- 
fifth precinct of the Twenty-difth ward. Their 
desire to cast a ballot at the judicial election 
increased wonderfully, for the booths are 
embowered, almost, in a beautiful garden 
of roses.” 

The polling place u a florist’s shop, recently 
opened, and it inherited the polling privileges 
with the building. 

But the crowning glory of the place to the 
suffragists is the fact that its proprietor is 
a woman, and a suffragist. Throughout the 
day they will buttonhole the voters in the 
interest of woman suffrage, both verbally 
and with buttonhole bouquets. 


Reopen ‘“‘No Vote No Tax” Fight. 

One thousand Chicago women will be asked 
to refuse to pay their taxes unlese they are 
allowed to vote. Ata meeting of the No Vote 
No Tax league in the Masonic temple yes- 
terday afternoon it was decided to urge 
women taxpayers to pay the $1 membership 
fee into the No-Vote-No-Tax league in lieu 
of paying taxes. 

Last year a similar attempt was made, but 
failed, the women fearing possible arreet and 
loss of property. Belle Squire, president of 
the league, refused to pay her taxes, how- 
ever, and hag not paid them for four years. 
No ection has been taken against her by the 
authorities. This has caused the other. mem- 
bers to feel secure, and they declare that they 
will join the crusade and enlist women friends 
who are taxpayers. 

Others Decide Not to Pay. 

Among those who declare that they will pay 
no taxes this year are Mrs. F. H. Rastall, 
Mrs. Anna V. McGovern, Margaret A. Haley, 
and Mrs. Belle Lovejoy Case. The league is 
pledged to stand back of all women who 
refuse to pay taxes. 

At the meeting yesterday A. P. Canning ad- 
dressed the league on “ Taxation.” An open 
masemeeting will be held by the league Sun- 
day afternoon, Des. 8, at the Hotel La Balle 
in the interest of the “pag no tax cam- 


paign. 
1909 CRIB FIRE REPRODUCED; 
OWNERS DESTROY STRUCTURE 


Flames in Lake Building, Set on Fire by 
Contractors After Utility Ceases, 
Recall Holocaust. 


Minus the horror of death, the tableau of 
the burning of the intermediate crib off Sev- 
enty-third street on Jan. 20, 1908, was dupli- 
cated yesterday. 

While there was no ice in the lake and the 
old over water trolley line—which falled when 
it was needed most—had disappeared, there 
returned to residents within sight of the 
shore all the thrilis of the original catas- 
trophe that killed three score of men. 80 
impressive was the fire that many spectators 
telephoned the fire and police departments 
to know if any one had been killed or in- 
jured. 

The lake section of the southwest water 
tunnel, in the construction of which the crib 
was used as a shaft head, has been com- 
pleted, and permission was given the con- 
tractors to destroy it. Its removal was & 
condition imposed by the war department 

at the time it was built by the George W. 
3 company. Fire was deemed the 


best means by which to get rid of the strue- 
ure.

AS MRS. VERMILYA 
IS RUSHED TO JAIL 


Young Brinkamp’s Body bi- 
humed; Court Hearing Held 
at Woman's Bedside. 


SMITH SLAIN, SAYS CORONER 


Undertaker Boysen Again Brought 
Into Case by Evidence of Miss 
Elizabeth Nolan. 


BAR- SISTER FROM THE PRISONER 


Mrs. Louise Vermilya slept last night in 
the hospital at the county jail. Her incar- 
ceration marks the end of a desperate battle 
of wits in which the woman has been pitted 
against the Chicago police department for 
nearly a week. 

The fina! struggle came 2 morning, 
hen an extraordinary session of the Mu- 
nicipal court, with Judge Walker presiding, 
was held at Mrs. Vermilya’s bedside at her 
house at 415 East Twenty-ninth street. 

The woman, through her lawyer, Joseph 
Burress, begged to be allowed to remain in 
her house. The court, after asking the opin- 
ion of her doctor, decided that she must go to 
jail. She was held without bond to the 
Criminal court for the murder of her former 
boarder, Probationary. Policeman Arthur 
Bisonette. 


Coroner Exhumes Son’s Body. 

While she was being taken to prison the 
authorities were devoting every energy to 
gathering new evidence against her. The 
body of Dr. Frank Brinkamp, her son by her 
first marriage, was exhumed at Waldheim 
cemetery by Coroner Hoffman. Chemiste 
were at work searching for poison in the 
body of Richard Smith, another of her alleged 


victims. 

The police obtained an important state- 
ment from Arthur Bisonette Sr., father of 
the dead policeman. He told ot having visited 
Mrs. Vermilya’s home the day before his son 
was removed to Mercy hospital. 

Mrs. Vermtlya gave me ham and eggs 
for breakfast, said he, and I used pepper 
cn them. Shortly afterward I was stricken 
with pains in my stomach, and they have not 
entirely left me yet. 

My son, Archie, accompanied me; Mrs. 
Vermilya gave him a drink of whisky and he 
also was stricken with pains in his stomach, 
the cause of which we could not determine 

The authorities also made puMic a state- 
ment made to Coroner Hoffman some time 
ago by Miss Elizabeth Nolan, flancée of 
young Brinkamp. This statement involves 
C. Boysen, the undertaker, in the affairs 
cf Mrs. Vermilya. 


Court Session at Bedside. 

The surrender of the alleged poisoner to the 
jall officials occurred at 5:15 o'clock. The 
start from the Vermilya apartment at 415 
East Twenty-ninth street was at 4:30 o'clock. 
The commitment of the woman to the county 
authorities was at 10 o'clock in the morning, 
when Municipal Judge Walker held summary 
court at the bedside. 

Throughout the proceedings Mrs. Vermilya, 
who was still suffering from the effects of the 
poison she took on Saturday, lay passive on 
her bed. She looked into the faces about her, 
but uttered no word. 

The formal arrest was made by Detective 
Thomas Flynn, who stood at the bedside and 
read the warranttoher. Hearrived first and 
was followed by Judge Walker, Assistant 
State’s Attorney Charles V. Barrett, Frank 
Morrison, the court clerk; John Murray, the 
bailiff; Joseph L. Moulton, the court stenog- 
rapher, and Capt. Harding. 


Bailiff Calls Court to Order. 

When the warrant had been read Attorney 
Burres accepted service. 

Hear ye, hear ye, this Municipal! court of 
Chicago is now in sesslon, came the words 
of the bailiff. The silence that followed was 
broken by a colloquy between the lawyers. 
It was agreed to continue the case until 
Nov. . 

“T think this defendant ought to be taken 
to jall, said Judge Walker. 

Attorney Burres turned to Dr. F. A. Van 
Arsdale, Mrs. Vermilya’s physician. 

„Doctor,“ he asked, what is your opin- 
ton?” 

I think it would de more comfortable for 
her here, but I also think she can be moved 
without danger, replied Dr. Van Arsdale. 

A few minutes later Mrs. Vermilya was on 
her way to jall in an ambulance. A crowd ot 
more than 1,000 persons saw her leave. 


Prisoner Arrives at Jail. 

When the stretcher supporting Mrs. Ver- 
milya was carried into the jail vestibule 
Jailer Will T. Davies pulled back the sheets 
and a silk handkerchief that hid the woman's 


face. 
“What's your name?” he asked, leaning 


over her. 

The answer was so faint that he had te 
repeat the question. 

* Louise Vermilya,”’ she answered. slightly 
louder. 

Her lips had barely moved. Her eyes were 
only half opened. Her face was bloated and 
oily, a result of the arsenic poisoning and the 
antidotal treatment. 

The silken handkerchief was replaced over 
Mrs. Vermilya’s face while Jailer Davies and 
Municipal Bailiff Tom H. Flynn exchanged 
papers and signatures. Through the trans- 
parent cloth Mrs. Vermilya’s dark eyes were 
seen to open wide and survey the dosen 
people in the jail vestibule. 

“Take her up, boys,” ordered the jatfler. 
The stretcher was lifted by a patrolman and 
an ambulance doctor. Jailer Davies followed 
into the elevator, refusing admittance to 
Mrs. William Buckholz, sister of Mrs. Ver- 
milya, who had accompanied the woman in 
the ambulance. 


The elevator then conveyed Mrs. Ver 
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CLEAR HUNTPLOT: 


milya to the fifth floor, where she was car- 
ried into the woman's barred hospital ward 
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There are three beds in the bare chamber. 
Only one will be occupied while Mrs. Ver- 
milya is in custody in the hospital. 


Jail Doctor To Treat Her. 

Mrs. Vermilya’s “criminal number,” as 
given by Judge Walker's commitment, is 
2,046. She will be attended now untill com- 
plete convalescence by Dr. Thomas Hogan, 
jail physician, and his assistant, Dr. Bert 
Montgomery. Three jail matrons will work 
mm eight hour shifts guarding her from tur- 
ther attempts at suicide. 

After Jailer Davies had returned from the 
hospital ward Mrs. Buckholz besought him 
for permission to see her sister. 

There will be no visiting with the prisoner 
until she is able to walk about,“ the jailer 
told her firmly. Noticing that Mrs. Buck- 
bolz’s eyes were filling with tears, he told 
ber kindly to call on him today and he would 
gee if she couldn't be admitted. 

Identification of. the body of Frank Brin- 
kamp was established through Miss Eliza- 
beth G. Nolan, the former flancée of the dead 
veterinary. She is the daughter of Mrs. M. 
. Nolan of 5716 Calumet avenue. js 


Girl Friend of Mrs. Vermilya. 

Mrs. Vermilya was fond of Miss Nolan, fre- 
quently invited her to her home, attempted 
to induce her to join the Home Guards, the 
fraterna! organization for which she solicited 
members, and arranged an engagement be- 
tween her anc her son. 

Yesterday a week ago a friend of Mr. Hoft- 
man, who knew Miss Nolan to be intimate 
with the Vermilya family, secretly escorted 
that young woman to the coroner’s office, and 
she made a lengthy statement. 

The girl said she had known Mrs. Vermilya 
since Aug. 1, 1900, which was while the woman 
was living in Francisco avenue and while her 
gecond husband, Charles Vermilya, was etill 
living. She was present at the death of Ver- 
milya and was in Mrs. Vermilya’s house two 
hours before the death of Smith. 


Smith Bought Auto for Her. 

Miss Nolan said that at the time of Rich- 
ard Smith's death Mrs. Verrhilya’s indiffer- 
ence aroused her suspicions. 

Is Smith the one that bought the auto- 
mobile? Coroner Hoffman asked.

He bought it for her?” 

“ He bought it for the two of them.“ 

“She got all his property, did he“? ¢ 

“TI don’t know. She got the automobile 
and she sold it the day afterward.”

@ morning newspaper was interested with 
Mr. Campbell in the pursuit of the inquiry. 


Burns Agency Retained. 

The police say that Raymond J Burns 
Chicago manager of the agency. furnished 
the bribe money which later was found on the 
persons of Frederick C. Alling, allas Burke 
Allen, and Roy H. Walters, otherwise known 
as W. H. Russell, the men now charged with 
attempting to bribe Hunt. 

Raymond J. Burns said “ there is nothing to 
that” when told the police hed evidence 
showing his agency was involved. 


“and I don't know a thing about this.“ 
Maklers and Alling were arraigned in the 

Municipal court in the morning on charges of 
eonspiracy and attempted bribery and their 
case was continued to Nov. 16. Alling ts the 
man who attempted to bribe the inspector 
after he—Alling—had been arrested through 
a mysterious telephone call for a woman who 
said he had got $247 from her by a confidence 
game. He later confessed his share in the 
plot to trap Hunt and named Walters as the 
man who hired him and who, he said, was em- 
ployed by the civil service commission. 

Alling was represented in court by his broth- 
er, Attorney Charles Alling Jr., and Walters, 
who had been in a cell since Saturday night, 
had Attorney Joseph R. Burres as counsel. 
Mr. Burres secured Walters release oma 
$3,000 bond. 


Wheelock Issues Statement. 

Attorney Wheelock made a statement in 
which he said: 
“Relative to the Walters-Alling-Hunt 
matter I would state that it was first called 
to my attention on the evening of Saturday, 
Nov. 4, that up to the present time neither of 
sald men has been working under my super- 
vision or was hired by me or with my sanc- 
tion, and so far as I know I never have seen 
or had anything to do with either of them. 
Nor have I learned anything that would in 
the slightest degree werrant either the civil 
sefvice commission or myself in assuming 
any responsibility for anything that either 
Mr. Walters or Mr. Alling may have done. 


Hired by Board Employe. 

“tT had no knowledge as to Mr. Walters 
or Mr. Alling, and much less as to their being 
tm the employ of the civil service commission, 
but since I have been investigating this mat- 
ter I have learned and am perfectly satisfied 
that Walters was employed to make investi- 
gations by some one who was in the employ 
of tbe civil service commission. I also am 
gatisfied the civil service commission knew 
nothing of it, and if it had learned anything 
about any attempt to get evidence by 
frameupe similar tc the one in this case, 
it would not have sanctioned it. 


I am satisfied beyond a reasonable doubt 
that this was not a scheme for the pur- 
pose of putting the civil eervice commiseion 
in a wrong light before the virblic. 

“Since I was engaged as special counsel 
for the commission on this investigation I 
have been in close touch with the commis- 
gion, and there has been no sign or indica- 
tion of a disposition to procure any evidence 
other than by fair means, and there has been 
no indication that I have been able to discover 
that the commission, as a commission, or 
that any member of said commission wishes 
to do other than absolute justice not only to 
the police department as an organization but 
to each and every man who has or who may 
come before it.” 


Notebook Gives Clew. 

One of the bits of evidence which connected 
Walters with the Burns detective agency 
Was the man’s note book, which contained 
two entries made last week. One noted the 
receipt of $150, the other showed he had re- 
ceived $600 from Mr. Burns. When arrested 
Alling had $125 and Walkers had 38000.

Dewitt T. Kennard, Chicago Architect, 
Subject to Hallucinations—Files 
Charges at Springfield. 


Springfield, III., Nov. 6.—[{ Special. }—De- 
witt T. Kennard. a Chicago architect, who 
for years has been subject to hallucinations 
of a religious sort, and who was found insane 
last spring, appeared here today and filed 
charges against Judge Adelor J. Petit. witha 
view to having that jurist impeached by the 
legislature.

The bull lead- 
ers are credited with owning not only the 
bulk of the soft winter wheat now In Chicago 
but also considerable quantities shipped else- 
where. The hard winter wheat carried over 
from the spring has been well marketed, but 
the soft winter wheat continues a drug on 
the market in spite of “crop shortage” 
claims. Offerings from the farms have ex- 
ceeded éxpectations and millers have not 
been forced to come into Chicago. 

It the reported big cash sales have been for 

the purpose of. steadying the market the pur- 
posé has failed. New low prices were scored 
during the day’ trading for both December 
and May wheat. ‘December dropping to 92%, 
or just 10 cents below the high point just prior 
to the announcement of the federal investiga- 
tion.

GARMENT STRIKE | 
PLAN OF UNION? 


Lockout of 900 Workers at 
Hart Schaffner & Marx 
Shops Stirs Agitation. 


RADICALS SEE CONTEST. 


Leaders Refuse to Discuss Griev-: 
ances; Seek Settlement by 
Arbitration. 


An echo of the great garment workers’ 
strike of a year ago in which 35,000 laborers 
were involved came yesterday in a lockout 
of about 900 employés in the tailoring shops 
of Hart, Schaffner & Marx. The lockout is 
said to have resulted from a dispute over 
working conditions. It was followed in the 
afternoon by a massmeeting in a union hal! 
at 831 South La Salle street at which the 
grievances of the workers were discussed, | 

The meeting was held as an executive ses- 
sion and the leaders of the union refused to 
discuss the nature of the dispute or action 
taken at its close. A second meeting was 
held last night. When it was over the gar- 
ment workers’ leaders stated that they do 
not wish to stir up trouble by airing their 
grievances and will seek to arbitrate with 
the employers if possible. 


Radicals Foresee Another Strike. 

Some of the more radical leaders professed 
to foresee another strike as an interruption 
of the present season, when the shops are 
turning out the maximum of work. If such 
a strike comes, they declared, it will assume 
larger proportions than the former strike. 
As basis for their predictions they declared 
that a spirit of agitation has spread among 
the garment workers and that many are dis- 
satisfied with the terms of settlement of the 
old struggle. 

George H. Alexander, labor agent and sec-

“I want to bring to your honor’s atten- 
tion,” said Mr. Mayer, “in the bid of Mr.

ownership the undisturbed ownership itself 
will cease to exercise its rights and func- 
tions? 


Will Not Fight Each Other. 

We may as soon expect the tides to turn 
backward as to expect the scattered con- 
stituents of the old Standard Oil company, 
owned and controlled by the same interests, 
to fight each other. 

The policy of the administration in these 
‘suits against consolidated corporations will 
result only in compelling the scattered con- 
stituents, still allied in common interests and 
ownership, to do their business at a some- 
what. greater cost, which the public will 
chiefly pay. 

We are all affected by the attitude whicb 
the government is now taking upon thie 
question. No man who labors with his hand 
can stand by in safety and expect to see the 
rich suffer and himself escape. He may feel 
that he does not receive his iull share of the 
product of the enterprise of which he is @ 
part, but he will not be helped by having 
the enterprise crippled. 


Easier to Destroy than Upbuild. 

It is easier to destroy than to upbuild. An 
iron bolt thrown by an ignorant or a ruthless 
hand into a great engine running at full 
speed may destroy it. One man may de- 
stroy a building upon whose energies thou- 
sands have toiled. The agents of govern- 
ment, now so active in throwing missiles 
into the great machine of national industry, 
will assured]y make their impression. 

But it is of little use to rail against mistaken 
methods of securing progress. The adminis- 
tration, if doing nothing more, is at least 
demonstrating the inefficiency and inutility 
of the Sherman anti-trust law. What we as 
business men should turn our minds to at 
present is the proper steps to be taken in 
legislation which will be forward and not 
backward. 

The recent attacks upon business have 
frightened many into the advocacy of ill 
considered measures. Federal license of 
corporations in the present state of our laws 
will increase our dangers, for it will only 
invite additional attacks or additional re- 
strictions upon the proper and legitimate 
business of corporations. 


Cites Case of Second Bank. 

The fact that the Second Bank of the United 
States was chartered by the government was 
only an invitation to the Jackson adminis- 
tration to destroy it, and when it was de- 
stroyed, among its chief enemies were the 
government directors of the bank, who had 
acted as spies. 


proper solution of the problem, but in itself 
it is no more a solution of the fundamental 
principles at stake than is the Sherman anti- 
trust law. We should, however, have a new 
law upon our statute books during this‘transi- 
tion period, when we are solving the true 
relationship of the old theory of competition 
with the new condition of codperation—while 
We are seeking to find the proper legislative 
expression of the compromise between cut- 
throat competition and unrestricted monopo- 
ly which American business is already recog- 
nizing in practice. 

While we are seeking a proper solution, the 
law which I propose will allow us to do it with 
the minimum of business disaster, and it 
will aid us in finding @ way to the final solu- 

11. by making us, as a people, more ac- 
quainted with the nature and purposes of 
agreements in restraint of trade. 

I suggest a law the general terms of which 
will provide for a tribunal of selected busi- 
ness men of high standing, before which 
corporations or individuals desiring to form 
agreements in restraint of trade may volun- 
tarily appear and have such proposed agree- 
ment considered in its relation to the public 
interest. 

If such 8 shall be considered by 
the tribunal either beneficial or no. injurious 
to the public, then its execution shall be 
authorized, and those forming it shall be in 
the meantime immune from prosecution 
under the Sherman anti-trust law. 

The tribunal, however, shall have the 


power, upon its own initiative, to recall the 
authority granted to carry out such agree- 
ment, if it should prove, after trial, to be 
injurious to the public in the judgment of 
the tribunal. If such proposed agreement in 
the first instance be regarded by the tribunal 
as injurious to the public, it shall refuge to 
sanction it, and if it is then entered Into the

There shall be the right of appeal from 
the decision of the tribunal to the courts 
in regard to the reasonableness of a contract 
in restraint of trade—by the proper public 
officials in the case of the authorization of 
such a contract, and on the part of the parties 
applying in case of a refusal to sanction such 
a contract. 

Operative Pending Decision. 

Pending a decision, on appeal to the courts 
by a public prosecutor where an agreement 
has been authorized and has not been recalled 
by the tribunal, the agreement shal! be oper- 
ative and the contracting parties free from 
prosecution. If the courts shall decide upon 
such an appeal against the ggreement, it 
shall be canceled, and further operations 
under it shall be subject to the penalties of 
the Sherman anti-trust law. 

Such a law will have the following 4a. 
vantages: 

First, it does not interfere with any exist- 
‘ing rights of the department of justice to have 
adjudicated, under the Sherman anti-trust 
act, the reasonableness of the business of in- 
terstate corporations. 

Second, under the present holding of the 
Supreme court, agreements in restraint of 
trade &re now made both at the risk of the 
public and of the business men maaing them 
at the risk of the public, because in the case 
of an unreasonable contract it remains in 
force and the public suffers until after long 
adjudication the court declares it unreason- 
able; at the risk of the men making it, for 
they cannot know in advance whether the 


court will hold such agreement reasonable 


or unreasonable, and, whether in consquence 
they will be held as criminals or not when the 
adjudication is completed. 


' 
Third—This law invites men having trade 


agreements already in effect, which they re- 
gard as reasonable, to make them public and 
to request review of them by the tribunal] 
in order to relieve themselves of the possi- 
bility of actions against them personally 
under the penal code. 

Fourth—This publicity will educate the 
public in the distinction to be made between 
reasonable and unreasonable agreements in 
restraint of trade and aid in revealing the 
true nature and vast importance of the prob- 
lem which must be solved. 

Fifth—It will gradually segregate the men 
and corporations engaging in fair trade 
agreements who are willing to subject them 
to the preliminary test of a public consid- 
eration by the tribunal from those unwilling 
to do this. 

Sixth—It does not involve coercion, for sub- 
mission to the tribunal is voluntary. 

Seventh—Under this law the proper con-

To sum up, under the proposed law the 
question of the public interest, which Is of 
prime importance, will be decided by an im- 
partial public tribunal at the time the con- 
tract is sought to be framed... If it is held 
to be unreasonabie it cannot go into effect 
and the public will not suffer in the mean- 
time. | 

At the same time the men desiring to make 
it have the same opportunity of relief from 
the courte later that they have now. If, 
however, it is held by the tribunal to be 
reasonable, the business man can engage 
in it without fear of prosecution until the 
court has decided against him, when he must 
desist under penalty. 

The department of justice is. now bom- 
barded with requests for their opinion upon 
such questions, because good business men

Folk Wi' Scot Blood 
Greet Harry Lauder.

HERE was a gathering of the clans las’ 
nicht. The Campbells and the Mac- 
Gregors and the MacPhersons an’ th’ 
MacDonalds and the MacDuffs and the 
MacAllisters and th’ rest o' th’ Macs an’ 
the folk wi’ Scot blood in their veins were 
all assembled ' th’ Lyric, where Harry Lau- 

der came back to be wi’ his own people. 

it looked as if the flery cross had been sent 
twice through every street ' the town. And 
not only the Scots turned out, but also the 
Rileys and the Murfeys and the Millers and 
the Browns and the Robinsons and the Sny- 
ders and the Von Tromps and the Johnsons and 
the Levys and the Meyersteins and all the rest 
of them. Harry trades on his Scotch birth 
and accent and songs, but it is hard to say what 
nationality is fondest of him. 

Mr. Lauder made his appearance at the 
Lyric yesterday afternoon for a stay of one 
week. This time he brings his own company 
of vaudeville performers instead of taking 
chances of being sandwiched in between the 
trained seals and Elbert Hubbard. Mr. Lau- 
der does not make hie appearance until the 
second half of the program, and when he 
finally emerged on the stage last night he re- 
ceived a welcome that kept him bowing and 
emiling for several minutes. 

He first sang three new sofigs, Roamin' in 
the Gloamin’,” Breakfast in Bed on Sunday 
Mornin’,” and “The Scotch Prrand Boy,” all 
of them true Lauder songs and each one 
being received with the greatest evidences of 
approval on the part of the audience. 

— 

In “Breakfast in Bed on Sunday Mornin’” 
Mr. Lauder represents a Scotch laborer who 
arrives home late on Saturday night with his 
week's pay, which he carefully counts out 
on the table to be given to his wife. He 
carefully secreted a good sized coin in a vest 
pocket for himself. After some moments’ de- 
liberation he put another coin in another 
pocket. “To make very, very certain,” he 
said with a wink; “I know th’ wife.” In the 
song Mr. Lauder told of his great delight in 
lying abed on Sunday morning and how sweet 
it was to hear the church bells ringing and 
going to the window and looking out, only 
to notice it looked like rain and so going 
back to bed again. 

While Mr. Lauder’s new songs were most en- 
thusiastically received, the real storm of ap- 
plause came when the orchestra began playing 
„She's Ma Daisy,” and when the comedian ap- 
peared in his red tunic and plaids and cavalry 
boots to sing the old favorite he had to wait 
for awhile before the audience would let him 
go on. This was followed by another popular 
success of other days, “I Love a Lassie.“ 

Mr. Lauder seems to sing and act better every 
time he appears in Chicago. His appearance 
this week is bound to add greatly to his al- 
ready long list of fervent admirers in Chicago. 
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The company supporting Mr. Lauder is un- 
usually good. Trogato, announced as “the ¢c- 
centric violinist,” pleased the audience with his 
clever work. It probably would have driven 
Dr. Gunn frantic, but it was the sweetest melody 
to the audience, and when a beautiful lady with 
green plumes on her hat tn one of the boxes 
burst into song and caroled in plaintive ac- 
cents the refrain that Trogato was playing on 
his violin the joy of the spectators knew no 
bounds. 

“ Griff,” an English music hall comedian, was 
another great favorite. 
“ Griff’ was going to be a very sad few min- 
utes and many in the audience started up to go 
outside and smoke and things while Griff“ per- 
formed. He began by bowing stiffly and then 
taking a newspaper, which he elaborately folded 
in sixteen different folds, and began carefully 
to tear. 

“That old paper tearing stunt,” said the fat 
man in the next seat, my little boy does that; 
good night.” Before anybody succeeded in 
reaching the doors Griff completed his work 
and proudly held up the paper which revealed 
a neat round hole in the middle.

“Isn't he the cleverest thing,” remarked 
Griff. “Why, he tore a round hole right in the 
center of that paper. How astounding!” 

This looked encouraging, and the audience 
decided that Griff might be interesting. Griff 
took a beer bottle and explained that he would 
hurl it high in the air and catch it on the 
middle joint of his little finger. After five at- 
tempts he said if was really not worth while to 
waste time; the audience knew what he was 
going to do, and as he had ot er tricks he would 
hurry on. 

“Griff” next introduced his troupe of trained 
hoops, which he had perform various evolutions, 
accompanying each trick with such remarks as 
“Will that fellow’s cleverness never cease?” 
At this point the audience fairly broke into a 
riot of applause, and it was ten minutes before 
the marvelous comedian could proceed. Then: 
0 1 A heavens! the man must be a magi- 
cian. cannot believe that such marvelous cun- 
ning is human!”

Skyscraper with Theater Planned. 


Plans for the most modern theater structure 
in the west, topped by a sixteen story office 
building, to be erected in Chicago at a cost of 
$2,700,000, are reaching a climax, according to 
H. H. Frazee, theatrical man and promoter of 
the project, who was in the city last night. 

Mr. Frazee, who is associated with Klaw & 
Erlanger and has many productions on the road, 
said that while no definite deal for a site has 
been closed the scheme is fully financed. 

Rumor had it that the negotiations involve 
the site of Natalby's restaurant at 25 Randolph 
street, between State and Dearborn, but Mr. 
Frazee contradicted this. The site under con- 
sideration, he said, is “in the vicinity of Ran- 
dolph and Clark,” but further information he 
would not divulge. 
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“No Chicago capitalists,” said Mr. Frazee, 
“are interested in the project. It is exclusively 
an investment proposition looked upon with 
favor by eastern capitalists. They are more 
interested in the building feature and there is 
a possibility that the theatrical feature may 
be eliminated, but present plans call for the 
theater space with the offices above. 

“This deal has been pending for some time. 
Many things have obstructed developments, in- 
cluding*¢ some knotty legal problems, but now 
the focus has been reached, and within a week 
or so a definite announcement will be possible.” 

In theatrical circles it was reported that Wil- 
liam D. Harris, father of Henry B. Harris, the 
New York producer, was chief financial backer 
of the new theater project in Chicago, but this 
Mr. Frazee denied.

But the minute he set her free to follow her 
sailor if she wanted to this neurasthenic wife, 
with the innate cussedness of the Ibsen hero- 
ine, elects to remain with the tiresome doctor 
who had made her. his second wife. 

Donald Robertson, the artistic head of the 
Drama Players, was seen as Wangel, her hus- 
band. The part of The Stranger, who is the 
sailor lover of Ellida, was in the hands of Shel- 
don Lewis.

To the unenlightened spectator who does not 
possess the piercing eve of the perfect Ibsenite, 
which sees in dullness the deepest wisdom, in 
childish symbolism the most eloquent interpre- 
tation of the poetry of the soul, and in the no- 
torious and well recognized facts of life discov- 
ers only novel principles, to such an unfortu- 
nately Philistine section of the audience at the 
Lyric tonight there seemed but one interesting 
element in “ The Lady from the Sea.” 

The audience sees Ellida in the first act long- 
ing for the sea and fearing the return of her 
lover, who she is led to believe may be dead. 
There is even a suspicion of drama in the inci- 
dent of the birthday celebration which her step- 
daughter had arranged for their mother, but not 
for Ellida, as the world believes. After the first 
act there remains only Ibsen to the nth power.

Tonight's example of the Ibsen ineptitude 
might have been made less of an ordeal by 
some attempt at a realization of the poetic 
phases of “The Lady from the Sea.” But 
from such a standard the investiture of the 
drama was quite pitiful. To the actors in this 
black walnut specimen of the Norwegian 
dramatist’s theater there should be extended 
only the deepest sympathy. They must make 
whatever bricks they can with no straw what- 
ever. 0 

Donald Robertson is an elocutionist, but not 
an actor. He reads well, but the gift of im- 
personation seems to be wholly beyond any 
powers he revealed. Hedwig Reicher, as the 
lady who comes from the sea, showed little 
sense of climax. She shuddered just as much 
at the first line of the recital about her sail 
husband as she did at the last. But she was 
appropriately solemn and incomprehensible and 
uncomfortable. That is about the most an 
actress needs to play Ellida. Miss Reneé Kelly 
appeared hopefully as Hilda. 

It has been said that amateurs act best of 
all others certain dramas of Ibsen. Even they 
would be wasted on such a work as “ The Lady 
from the Sea.“ .

INCEMEAT (a genuine, annually used 

recipe).—One quart of meat (your own 

choice of), 6ne-fourth pound of suet 

chopped, two quarts of chopped sour ap- 

ples, one quart of cider (sweet will do, 
but boiled is better), the grated rind and juice 
of one lemon, oné pound of raisins, one-half 
pound of currants, one-fourth, pound of citron, 
two teacups of molasses, one teaspoon each of 
cinnamon and cloves, one whole nutmeg, salt 
and sugar to taste. Cook together in porcelain 
kettle until apple is well done and put into 
quart cans while boiling hot. Se sealed this 
will keep a year.

THE POWER OF THE JUDGE. 

In his address tu the bar while in Chi¢ago 

the président urged the strengthening of the 
power of the judge in American courts. The 
best informed opinion will support him 
heartily in this, though another sort of opin- 
ion misinterprets the demand for increased 
power for the judge, viewing it as a sinister 
claim threatening to liberty. 
The present system of Instruction In 
writing is a farce or worse. It is a game 
of fooling the judge and fuddling the jury. 
No layman can make head or tail of the 
awful mess of legal verbiage presented to 
him under the ironic term of instructions.“ 
They do not instruct. Many of them are 
not submitted to instruct, but merely to de- 
ceive. 

The inability of the judge to comment 
upon the evidence leaves the jury at the 
mercy of these cryptic compositions. In 
our system the judge is more or less a help- 
less bystander, often an involuntary accom- 
plice in the defeat of justice. His hands 
should be unshackled. 

The objection to this seems to be based 
on a vague theory that the judge represents 
autocracy. This is a survival of the natural 
fear of an old world judiciary subservient to 
monarchs. Too little is known even in this 
country of general education of the service 
done the cause of liberty by judges. The 
story of Sir Edward Coke would be enlight- 
ening to many. 

As a matter of fact the judge is the repre- 
sentative of the public in the broadest and 
deepest sense. The prosecutor represents 
the state, but as an advocate, a prosecutor. 
In the American method, at least, he as- 


violently and singly for punishment. On 
the other band is the one sided pleading of 
the defendant's counsel. It is our theory 
that between these two contending forces 
the jury will strike the balance of justice. 
But as a matter of fact there is very often 
an illustration of the maxim that two wrongs | 
do not make a right. The prosecutor is 
wrong and the defendant's counsel is wrong, 
but the jury between them is far from right. 
Human justice is not so crude a matter as 
this dueling system implies. The judge is 
needed for a more important function than 
deciding points of procedure. He is needed 
as an expert commentator, unbiased by the 
duty of advocacy or the interest of partisan- 
ship. He is needed as a representative of 
that highest and largest public interest 
which includes alike the interests of the 
state and the rights and liberties of the in- 
dividual. 

The judge is a representative of us all, 
even when he is appointed and for a life 
term. For he is beholden to no one but the 
state, which has no higher agent than he. 
With an elective judiciary objection to this 
rational extension of his powers and respon- 
sibilities is stil] less justified.

GET THE THERMOMETER HABIT. 
N any town there are tuermometers dis- 
played bere and there in {ront of stores. 
Ihe people would be wise if they noted 

the temperature from time to time. 
But the thermometer habit which 
would be most useful would be the indoor 
thermometer habit. Ten years ago we had 
a genus called the draft crank. The col- 
lapse of this industry must have left a lot 
of people who are interested in their sur-

What better than to get the thermometer 
babit? Why should they not insist on 
knowing the temperature of the roonis into 
Which they go? 

It bas been proved that high tempera- 
tures, over OS degrees, are harmful.

TR EDWARD STRACHEY, upon whom 

King George has just bestowed a peer- 

age, is a frequent visitor to this coun- 

try, where his name is well known, 
partly on his own account, partly ow- 

ing to the fact that his younger brother, John 
St. Lee Strachey, is the owner and editor 
of the London Spectator—alone among the 

big English weeklies generally to take a 
friendly view of American afialrs—and part- 
ly also because Sir Henry Strachey, the 
first baronet af the line, was one of the com- 
missioners for the restoration of peace be- 
tween Great Britain and the United States 
after the war of independence. 

eo 

Sir Henry Strachey was likewise chief sec- 
retary and principal! lleuterant of his cousin, 
the great Lord Clive, during his governor- 
ship of India. Indeed, Sir Henry and Lady 
Strachey were staying with Clive when he 
committed suicide. At Sutton court, in Som- 
ersetshire, the ancestral home of the Strach- 
eys, there are many relics of Clive, among 
others the watch which he wore throughout 
his stay in that Indian empire of which he 
was one of the chief creators. 

Sir Henry Strachey's selection as one of 
the commissioners of peace with the United 
States was a fortunate one, as he had always 
been a warm friend of this country, and, 
owning estates in Florida, introduced indigo 
there for cropping purposes, for which he 
received a gold medal from the Society of 
Arts. 

Sutton court has been in the possession of 
the Strachey family since the reign of James 
I., having previously belonged, among oth- 
ers, to the St. Loes, from whom Sir Edward 
is deacenced in the female line. It dates 
back to the time of Edward II, and is won- 
derfully picturesque, the trees and lawns of 
the grounds, as well as the stones and arch- 
itecture of the building. bearing abundant 
evidence of its antiquity. '

John Locke, the great philosopher, spent 
much of his time there with the first of the 
Stracheys to own Sutton court, haunting es- 
pecially his library, where, among other treas- 
ures, will be found William Strachey’s The 
Historie of Travaile Into Virginia Britan- 
nla.“ dated 1570. The graphie narrative con- 
tained therein of the violent storm which 
prevailed when he was shipwrecked on the 
Bermudas is generally believed to have 
formed the foundation of Shakepeare's ac- 
count of the shipwreck in “The Tempest.“ 

The ve peer’s ancestry, though, goes much 
further back than the reign of James I., when 
the Stracheys first became porsessed of Sut- 
ton court. The family hails originally from 
Bohemia. in the history of which it figured 
prominentiy, and he is able to trace a dou- 
ble descent from King John. A John Strachie 
was knighted at the battle of Cracy in 1287, 
and, in the Shrieval rolls of Somersetshire, 
the name frequertly occurs, in the reign of 
Henry III, of the three Edwards, and of 
Richard. II. 

Sir Edward has served on several occasions 
as treasurer of the royal household; in that 
way continuing the traditions of his family, 
since the first baronet, Sir Henry Strachey, 
‘died as master of the household to King 
George III. He has for many years repre- 
sented his native county in the house of com- 
mons, and has also been under secretary of 
the department of agriculture, where his 
place is now taken by ord Lucas. He is mar-

FIRST POSTAL BONDS SOLD 
ON THE MARKET AT A LOSS. 


Bankers See in Operation Serious Prob- 
lem in Connection with These Securi- 
ties Issued by the Government. 


New York, Nov. 6.—[Special.]—The first 
lot of United States government 21% per cent 
bonds, issued at par to depositors in the 
lately established postal savings system, to 
come on the market has sold at 924%. Bank- 
ers pointed to this sale today as a practical 
demonstration of one serious problem con- 
ected with the operation of the postal sav- 
ings system as operated under the law of 
June 25, 1910. 4 

The small depositor who takes bonds at par 
has either to hold. his, nds until maturity. 
twenty years hence, or until the government 
elects to redeem them or, if he has to realize 
on his holdings, is forced to accept a heavy 
loss of his principal. 

That is what has happened in the present 
instance. The holder of $200 of these 2% per 
cent bonds, who bought them last July, pay- 
ing $200 for them, has now sold them for 
$185, suffering a loss of 7% per cent of the 
principal invested four months ago.

New York, Nov. 6.— Under the lead of the 
standard railroad issues stocks were ad- 
vanced again today.
